The collapse of 1920 
means confined to agriculture, and was 
the inevitable sequel to the Inflation 
period. All branches of business suf- 
fered in this period of reaction and 
perhaps none more than banking, 
against which this criticism has been 
levelled. The financial sitnation of the 
farmers was greatly aggravated by the 
fact that ihe high land values and high 
prices of agricultural products had led 
many farmers to incur obligations 
based on the inflated values. If the 
farmer was victimized at all, indeed, 
he was the victim of toogmuch rather 
than too little consideration. The 
real progress which has been achieved 
in agricultural finance in recent years 
lies more in the intelligent distribution 
of farm credit than in volume. 

With agencies now functioning for 
the provision of ample credits: for the 
American farmer, his enduring success 
depends upon the wisdom and fore- 
sight with which he meets the prob- 
lems of production and marketing.
